BROMELIADS 


A large group of Epiphyte (non-parasitic) plants, most of which grow upon the trees of the tropics, with 
ferns and orchids, in shade and in moisture-laden air. 

Billbergias have bizarre brilliant colored flowers, usually in the winter. Aechmea have brighter colored 
leaves. This group is usually seen in the glass houses of botantical gardens and are greatly admired, but it 
is now proven that they make desirable house plants for Anierican homes. Here in Southern California they 
flourish the year around in lath houses. 
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We specialize in Bromeliads and have about 2500 plants of 75 species, mostly Billbergias and Aechmeas. 

HYBRIDS 


Some plant hybrids, excel in shape, color and vigor, the original species from which they were produced 
by pollenization. 

Many of the outstanding plants, listed in the plant catalogues of today are hybrids of plants of lowly 
heritage. A touch of pollen by expert horticulturists, thru the years, changed many a wild flower into the 
plant aristrocrats of today. Thus far the demand for Succulents has largely been for botanical species, but 
now outstanding Hybrids of some of those species are rapidly advancing in public favor.
